T here is a close link betw een urban 
and suburban 
districts. 
T his is 
true, he rev ealed, because “A gri­ 
culture is the largest source of new 
w ealth in the county."

Then again there are v ery few people wrho do not 
b eliev e tha t the Gov ernment, b efore they giv e up this 
theory that, purchasing power can b e increased b y 
artificial wages and b y pensions, etc., will make much 
greater offers than they do at present, in order to 
keep control. There is not much question b ut what 
the Federal G ov ernment will m ake a b etter offer 
than 45 per cent so tha t the theory tha t the b onds 
should b e v oted for now on account of the sav ing 
is not ev e* a good argument. 


GAINING ON DEATH 


D uring the first six months of this y ear, 3670 a uto­ 
mob ile deaths were prev ented in this country . T hat 
Is b ased on a comparison of motor v ehicle deaths in 
the first half of 1938 as against the sam e period 
in 1937. The decline in fatalities tha t b egan last 
Nov em b er carried through encouragingly into July . 
So far so good. But, a s the National Safety Coun­ 
cil points out, “This is no time to quit in our fight 
for safety . This is just the b eginning. W e’v e won a 
partial v ictory . U nrem itting effort on the pa rt of 
ev ery motorist, pedestrian, traffic judge and 
law- 
enforcement officer is needed if the v ictory is to b e 
ultimately complete.” 


Some of the most dangerous driv ing months lie 
ahead. Traffic during Septem b er is alw ay s heav y . 
And w-ith the coming of the rains, later on, plus 
th e shorter day light hours of fall and winter, m otor­ 
ing presents new and difficult hazards. There will 
b e no time for standing still and 
praising past 
achiev ement« in safety , until Decemb er 31 has pass­ 
ed, and the figures are all in. 


A sav ing of 3670 liv es is a magnificent thing. And 
it show s tha t traffic accidents, and pessimists to the 
contrary , can b e sharply reduced. During the first 
half of t l m y ear, there w as more and b etter organ ­ 
ized com m unity and state safety w ork than ev er 
b efore. W e hav e learned 
gradually that sporadic 
safety cam paigns solv e no prob lem, and that perm ­ 
anence and continuity of effort are V]tal. We are 
learning what courteous, “fixless” law- enforcement 
can do. And we also are learning the excellent re­ 
sults 
that 
follow 
b etter 
traffic 
engineering 
and 
scientific traffic control. 


You’re one of the soldiers in this fight against 
death. The country needs y our help. Keep up the 
good w-ork, and m ake it still b etter.

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So cia lized Medicine 
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For months there has oeen going 
on in this country discussion and con­ 
sideration of plans for what might b e 
called “socialized” or state medicine 
When the Na­ 
t io n a l H ealto 
Conference as­ 
semb led in the 
national capital 
a few weeks ago, 
a committee set 
up b y President 
Roosev elt pre­ 
sented an amb i­ 
tious plan for 
socialized med­ 
icine calling for 
the expenditure 
of the enormous 
sum of $8,500,- 
000,000 ov er a 
ten y ear period. 
A sum of $250.- 
000,000 a y ear would b e used to en 
large the pub lic health serv ices and 
to aid in the suppression of cancer, 
v enerea] disease, tub erculosis, pneu­ 
monia and malaria. Another $165.- 
000,000 would b e set aside for the 
promotion of hy giene of infancy and 
maternity , medical care of children 
and aid to crippled children. 
To extend the facilities of mental, 
tub erculosis and general 
hospitals 
and to prov ide health and diagnostic 
centers, a total of $146.050.000 would 
b e spent annually . Under the fourth 
phase of the plan from $50.000,000 to 
$400,000.000 a y ear would b e made 
av ailab le b y the federal gov ernment 
to aid the states in prov iding medical 
care for those already affected b y the 
social security program and for others 
unab le to pay for medical treatment. 
A filth part of the plan would prov ide 
for the increase and improv ement of 
medical serv ices for self-supporting 
persons. This would b e financed b y 
general taxation, b y special assess­ 
ments or b y contrib utions on the part 
of the b eneficiaries. Sixth, and finally , 
the proposed plan 
would 
prov ide 
temporary 
disab ility 
insurance 
to 
protect against the loss of wages 
through sickness. 
As usual, the adv ocates of the plan 
seek to justify the v ast expenditures 
proposed on the ground that one-third 
of the population is without ade­ 
quate medical care. Of course, nob ody 
knows whether this is true or not. It

to prov e lL Undoub tedly there ar« 
many people who hav e not had ade­ 
quate medical care. Whether the sit­ 
uation can b e remedied without re­ 
sort to socialized medicine is a de­ 
b atab le question. 
Officials of the American Medical 
Association, who nav e consistently ; 
opposed ev en priv ate group health as­ 
sociations, hav e b een outspoken in 
their condemnation oi the proposed 
plan for federal promotion of health. 
They fear, with good reason, that the 
plan would result in political domina­ 
tion and regimentation of the medical 
profession. They hold that any pro­ 
gram should b e purely local and b « 
b ased on local needs. No plan, they 
further contend, would work success­ 
fully on a national scale. The whol« 
proposal, they hold, has b een for­ 
mulated without proper consideration! 
and is fundamentally unsound. 
A small minority group in the med­ 
ical association, on the other hand« 
insist that the medical profession 
alone cannot cope with the nation’* 
health prob lem. Only through gov ­ 
ernmental assistance, they assert, caa 
the health of the people b e safe­ 
guarded. 
in passing judgment in the m atter, 
the pub lic should b e reminded that 
the lederal gov ernment already main­ 
tains a pub lic health serv ice; that it i*> 
activ ely participating in the cam­ 
paigns to suppress particularly can­ 
cer and v enereal disease; and that i t 
is, and has b een fpr y ears, sub sidizing! 
state programs tor the promotion of^ 
maternal and infant welfare. 
But these activ ities are b ut a frac­ 
tion of what would b e done un d e r 
the proposed plan Conceiv ab ly , sucb , 
a plan might force the country ’s phy ­ 
sicians to giv e up priv ate practice and 
assume salaried positions on the gov ­ 
ernment pay roll. This might appear 
attractiv e to the unsuccessful doctor* 
b ut certainly not appeal to the suc­ 
cessful medical practitioners. That i t 
would result in inferior medical ser­ 
v ice would b e almost a certainty for 
under gov ernmental 
regimentation 
there would b e little incentiv e to do 
more than routine work. 
in any case, it might oe well to 
make the present social security pro­ 
gram workab le b efore launching 
health program that will cost b illion*! 
of dollars.
